Dr.  Alexander,  originally  from  Knoxville,

He  served  four  years  in  the  Medical  Corps  of 
the  United  States  Army,  during  which  time 
he  served  as  a  neuro-surgical  assistant  at  the 
Walter  Reed  General  Hospital  and  as  neuro- 
surgeon with  evacuation  and  general  hospitals 
in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  Upon  his  return  to 
civilian  life.  Dr.  Alexander  continued  his  work 
in  neuro-surgery  at  Harvard  Medical  School  and 


the  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston.  Mass.  Prior 
to  coming  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  1949,  he 
was  resident  neuro-surgeon  at  Toronto  General 
Hospital.  Toronto,  Canada.  He  presently  holds 
the  position  of  assistant  professor  of  Surgery,  in 
charge  of  Neuro-surgery  with  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  and  Neuro-surgeon  at  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist   Hospital. 

Dr.  Alexander  is  a  recognized  authority  on 
neuro-surgery.  He  belong  to  the  American 
Academy  of  neurological  surgeons  and  many 
other  National  and  local  societies.  He  has  de- 
voted much  of  his  time  to  the  clinical  research 
of  neuropathies  of  children.  In  addition  to  all 
these  many  and  varied  responsibilities,  one  is 
impressed  by  his  activities  in  community  life. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  of 
the  Centenary  Methodist  Church  and  gives  of 
himself  time  and  means  to  Social  and  Welfare 
organizations.

The  School  of  Medicine,  established  at  Wake 
Forest  in  1902.  and  renamed  the  School  of 
Medical  Sciences  in  193  7,  operated  as  a  two- 
year  medical  school  until  1941,  when  it  was 
moved  to  Winston-Salem.  North  Carolina,  as 
a  four-year  medical  college.  When  the  school 
was  expanded  to  a  four-year  institution,  it  was 
renamed  The  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medi- 
cine of  Wake  Forest  College,  in  recognition  of 
the  benefactor  who  made  the  expansion  pos- 
sible, the  late  Bowman  Gray,  of  Winston- 
Salem. 


Although  presently  separated  from  the  parent 
institution,  the  dean  in  his  administrative  ca- 
pacity is  responsible  to  the  President  of  Wake 
Forest  College  and,  through  him.  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  the 
main  teaching  hospital  of  the  medical  school 
since    1941.   was  founded  in    1923. 

The  activities  of  the  two  institutions,  both 
operated  under  the  Baptist  State  convention  of 
North  Carolina,  arc  integrated  and  correlated 
in  the  best  interests  of  medical  education  and 
medical  care.

Memoirs  of  the  Senior  Class 


In  September  of  1949,  56  of  us  went  to  our  first 
Anatomy  class  one  Monday  morning  to  find  tllat  we 
were  already  three  weeks  behind.  The  next  week.  54  of 
us  went  to  class  hoping  that  this  was  not  the  shape  of 
things  to  come.  The  following  week  we  received  our 
first  threat  from  the  Physiology  department — Howard 
Wayne.  Undaunted.  Snyder  bought  his  second  copy  of 
Gray  (the  other  worn  threadbarcl.  Bowling  said  goodby 
to  his  nerves  and  eyeballs.  Weathers  finally  identified  the 
Posas  Major,  and  we  all  somehow  lived  through  the 
Major's  "Anatomical  Drills".  Was  there  ever  a  better 
Christmas? 

Then  came  a  new  quarter,  with  Biochemistry  posing 
the  still  unanswered  question:  Why  he  die'"  and  Folger 
coating  his  red  blood  cells  with  copper  to  keep  the  iron 
from  rusting  them.  In  neuroanatomy  they  passed  out  the 
brains,  and  we  are  all  somehow  suspicious  that  Shclton 
keep  his.  Scholastic  averages  and  beer  sales  soared  and  the 
only  failure  occurred  when  Fundcrburk  flunked  his  rab- 
bit test. 


Jim  Barnes  had.  by  then,  challenged  the  majority  of 
the  Ardmore  population  and  Sargent  was  gradually  mov- 
ing his  efl'ccts  to  the  nurses'  home.  The  next  quarter, 
two  people  had  an  experience  from  which  neither  con- 
cerned will  ever  fully  recover.  Dr.  Beamer  met  Basil 
Boyd.  And  for  all  of  us  began  the  longest  course  in 
academic  circles  to  the  rollicking  laughter  of  "Happy 
Harold".  Here  we  discovered  to  our  surprise  that  Ike

"C.  Nash"  Keck  did  not  discover  muscle  spasm.  Germ 
warfare  came  into  full  flower  as  bacteriology  did  un- 
natural things  to  our  little  group.  Even  with  instruction 
from  Ledbctter  on  the  use  of  arrows.  Did  everybody  en- 
joy  their  vacation   on    the   Great  Lakes? 

Fresh  from  beaches  and  honeymoons,  we  came  back 
in  the  fall  of  '50.  counted  noses,  decided  it  couldn't 
happen  to  us.  and  pressed  on.  Everyone  tried  to  make 
our  stay  a  happy  one  .  .  .  even  to  lecturing  with  their 
hats  on.  The  Moose  assured  us  that  the  mind  could  ab- 
sorb only  what  the  seat  can  endure,   and   for  six  months 
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Dr.  Green  tried  to  prove  him  wrong.  Sadly  we  realized 
that  Dorothy  would  never  he  the  same  after  trying  to 
take  a  Scopacon  home  uith  licr  each  night.  Physiology 
and  pharmacology  came  to  an  end  with  Dr.  Little's 
screams  ringing  in  our  ears,  as  they  again  applied  the 
thumbscrews  to  him  for  giving  concise,  informative, 
well -outlined   lectures. 

After  a  short-lived  price  war,  wc  gave  the  rest  of 
our  money  to  Purse-strings  Parker  and  self-consciously 
carried  our  black  bags  into  Physical  Diagnosis.  Again 
we  were  reminded  that  the  best  things  come  in  small 
packages  and  never  have  we  learned  so  much,  so  fast, 
from  So  Little.  At  the  "San""  we  began  to  wonder  if 
wc  would  be  picking  Bill  Herring  off  the  floor  after  ever 
vcni- puncture.  The  odor  of  Parisitology  dr.ftcd  away, 
the  most  delightful  quarter  of  our  four  years  came  to  an 
end,  and  everyone  packed  books  or  bottles,  each  to  his 
own   choice,   and   went   to  state  boards. 

Feeling  like  Barber  College  graduates,  wc  went  on  the 
wards  accompanied  by  '"Ernie"  Leonard,  a  little  old  man 
named  Smith,  and  a  boy  with  a  stethoscope  around  his 
neck  called  Nance.  No  one  will  likely  forget  the  short 
but  sensational  career  of  Bob  Vance,  who  should  soon 
return  as  Dean.  Completing  our  motley  group  was  Sid- 
ney Martin,  back  from  New  York,  fat  but  not  so  sassy. 
Otis  Thompson  soon  had  his  first  medical  history  m-^  - 
ceptcd  by  the  Book  of  the  Month  ClTjb  and  the  sports- 
man in  Liverman  survived,  as  many  a  squirrel  continued 
to    fall. 

Junior  surgery  proved  an  inspiration  to  us  all.  Under 
the  tutorage  of  Mr.  Deaton  and  "Our  Bob",  we  decided 
as  a  group  to  go  into  public  health.  Hudspeth,  boy 
neurosurgeon,  and  Dr.  Kildare  Jones  ran  true  to  form, 
obviously   needing   little    further   medical   education. 

Familiar  figures  around  the  wards  were  the  reknowned 
cardiologists.  "Alopecia*  J.  Peacock  and  C.  Glenn 
"Catheter".  At  Christmas  time  RudlofF  obviously  mar- 
ried beneath  herself.  This  event  was  followed  by  a  furi- 
ous battle  between  gestation  and  graduation.  During  this 
year,  you  might  have  seen  Keith  limping  off  for  his 
Public  Law  16  physical.  Jim  Hunt  lecturing  with  glasses 
in  hand,  and  Kable  buying  the  last  few  editions  still  left 
in  the  bookstore.  With  ballgames  in  full  force.  Hooper 
was.  as  usual,  just  two  jumps  ahead  of  the  Kefauver 
committee,  with  Lindsay  Geizcn  looking  as  if  he  had 
just  turned  him  in.  Many  distinguished  themselves  in 
other  hospitals  during  their  quarters  off.  Not  the  ieast 
of  these  was  'cold-fingers  "  McCoilum.  waltzing  to  suc- 
cess with  some  other  body.  Jim  Getzen  shone  in  another 
field,  keeping  a  sprained  WDWN  female  ankle  under 
close  clinical  observation  for  some  two  to  three  weeks 
after  injury. 


Masses  of  obstetrical  knowledge  were  absobed  with 
hand  on  fundus,  and  as  we  approached  our  millionth 
RBC.  we  knew  wc  were  ready  for  our  Senior  year.  Mc- 
Entce  now  roused  himself,  having  dozed  off  in  the 
middle  of  a  Biochem  lecture,  and  Walt  Thompson  de- 
cided that  after  three  years  it  was  time  to  take  a  ten 
minute  break.  Roy  Freeman  and  AI  Parrish  must  have 
concluded  that  even  if  they  couldn't  cure  the  world, 
they   could   at    least   populate    ii. 

Ncuro- psychiatry  became  the  most  popular  course  in 
the  curriculum.  Consider  testimonials  like  this  sample. 
■"I  can  get  through  medical  school  without  bowing  to 
Dr.  Haun".  writes  popular  filling  station  operator  Bob 
Dennis.  Delmar  got  permission  from  home  to  spend  the 
night  on  Ob.  Sears  learned  to  light  photometers  with 
the  best,  and  Douglas  seemed  to  be  still  growing  on  his 
17th    birthday. 

On  Pediatrics,  we  were  overwhelmed  with  teaching, 
hardly  knowing  how  to  react  to  this  interest  in  our  edu- 
cation. Filer  almost  decided  to  call  A  A  and  Taylor  left 
the  Nurses  Home  early  at  least  one  night  a  week.  We 
thought  John  Lanier  went  a  bit  overboard  in  having  his 
cartilage  removed  just  to  pass  orthopedics.  Man.  that's 
real    crazy    legging. 

Going  into  the  final  quarters,  "Leg"  Lewis  finally 
proved  his  eyesight  was  adequate,  at  least  nuptially. 
'"Coverboy"  Griffin  had  little  time  for  studies  during 
this  last  year.  Madame  Taussaud  and  Sam  Goldwyn 
were  eternally  bothering  the  life  out  of  him.  Events 
occurring  as  they  did  about  this  time,  we  decided  that 
Joe  Barnes  wasn't  working  as  hard  as  we  thought  he 
was.  "Cassanova"  Kelly  was  still  making  his  nightly 
rounds  between  the  Nurses  Home  and  Salem  College 
and  many  were  using  the  last  of  their  GI  Bill,  but  Rice 
was  the  only  one  who  went  through  on  Social  Security.

For  the  purpose  of  making  the 
optimun  use  of  available  clinical 
material,  the  third  and  fourth  year 
classes  are  divided  into  four  equal 
groups,  which  take  their  turns  in 
having  one  trimester  of  non- 
attendance.  The  three  groups  in 
school  are  rotated  through  the 
same  course  work,  so  that  in  three 
trimesters  each  man  in  the  class 
will  have  completed  the  same  cur- 
riculum. The  unassigned  time 
during  the  day,  and  extra  time  at 
nights  and  during  week-ends,   is  devoted  to  working  with  patients,   under  supervision  of  the  staff. 

The  course  work  is  divided  into  three  general  sections.  Surgery,  Ob-Gyn,  Pediatrics  and  Medicine, 
each  having  one  or  more  divisions.  During  the  fourth  year  the  ward  curriculum  is  integrated  with  var- 
ious out-patient  clinics.

Memoirs  of  the  Senior  Class 


Proud  white  caps,  swishing  uniforms,  excitement 
and  thrills — these  are  a  few  of  the  many  reasons 
sixty-four  starry-eyed,  carefree  young  maiiens  were 
led  to  become  what  are  called  "Angels  of  Mercy". 
We  broke  ties  with  our  families  and  close  friends  to 
enter  a  mysterious  process  of  becoming  a  nurse,  be- 
ing the  twenty-eighth  class  to  enter  the  school  of 
nursing. 

The  first  days  of  daring  enthusiasm  quickly  re- 
solved to  many  disillusions  as  we  began  those  long 
hours  of  class  from  eight  to  five  each  day  in  the  base- 
ment classroom  especially  on  those  sizzling  hot  days 
in  Chemistry  class.  As  we  were  trying  desperately  to 
decide  who  was  more  handsome.  Fehling  or  Hellar. 
Dr.  Medlin  roamed  on  about  distilling  something 
which  always  turned  out  to  be  H:.0.  As  the  weeks 
dragged  on.  "Miss  Chase"  was  the  only  person  who 
did  what  we  wanted — she  had  to  sleep  in  the  beds 
we  made  I  they  turned  out  to  be  perfect  too).  As  we 
practiced  giving  ear  and  eye  irrigations,  enemas,  cath- 
eterizations, and  redemonstrating  the  procedure  for 
irrigating  Wangensteen  suction,  she  was  very  patient. 
At  one  time  she  even  had  a  colostomy  but  by  the 
time  we  began  feeling  like  lower  classmen  and  going 
on  the  wards,  we  decided  that  "Miss  Chase"  must 
be  fed   up  with   us  so   we  gave  our  first   "hypo"   to 


one  of  our  classmates.  What  an  ordeal,  especially  if 
it  was  wrong  you  got  two  "shots"!  And  who  was 
it  that  gave  Miss  Harrison  the  "make  believe  in- 
sulin •'" 

Nursing  Arts  really  was  an  art  to  some  people, 
but  to  us  it  was  menial  labor,  "^'ou  often  heard 
"now  Miss  Hill,  don't  you  know  you  should  have 
a  bath  blanket  on  that  bed"?  Or  "Miss  so  and  so. 
don't  you  know  the  linen  goes  down  the  laundry 
chute  and  dressings  down  the  incinerator.'  How  you 
ever  expect  to  become  a  nurse".'' 

As  soon  as  we  finished  one  course  there  were 
always  two  to  replace  it.  Exams  in  pharmacology, 
microbiology  (what  bugs  don't  do),  nutrition,  plus 
anatomy  which  all  seemed  to  last  for  eternity.  Bridge 
games  and  coke  parties  seemed  to  always  rule  out 
studying  for  anatomy  as  "Ace"  cut  kings  and  queens 
and  "Muscles"  pulled  in  a  heart  or  two. 

Miss  Betty  Cole  from  our  class  reigned  queen  of 
the  halloween  carnival  held  in  the  nurses'   home. 

After  the  anatomy  final  exam,  what  little  nerves 
we  thought  we  had  seemed  to  be  gone  forever  so  we 
all  caught  the  next  bus  out  of  town  to  spend  four 
wonderful  days  at  home. 

Upon  return  from  this  short  vacation,  we  spent 
a  few   hours  on  the  wards  and  it  was  at  this  time 
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that  we  began  to  feel  like  part  of  the  team,  although 
we  were  scared  to  death  every  time  a  white  uniform 
passed  us.  We  soon  learned  where  the  bare  essentials 
were  kept  and  no  more  bed  pans  were  carried  in  the 
diet  kitchen.  The  weeks  soon  passed  and  Christmas 
found  half  the  class  home  while  the  others  stayed 
and  waited  for  New  Year's  to  go  home.  The  Student 
Government  gave  a  Christmas  party  for  those  wi.o 
were  not  so  fortunate  to  be  home.  Caroling  to  the 
patients  was  enjoyed  not  only  by  them  but  by  those 
working  as  well.  New  Year's  Eve  brought  a  gay 
night  to  quite  a  few.  and  where  was  Baxley? 

Dismal  days  followed  as  mid-terms  hit  us  in  the 
face  and  we  burned  midnight  oil  and  crammed  for 
exams.  And  so  with  the  help  and  guidance  of  our 
faithful  instructors  we  all  passed. 

The  spring  fever  must  have  overtaken  a  few  of 
our  class  as  some  of  the  girls  decided  to  change 
careers  from  nursing  to  housewives. 

'With  many  hours  of  class  work,  instructions  and 
demonstrations,  we  were  next  spending  our  weak- 
ends  working  eight  hours  a  day.  'What  a  change  for 
us! 

May  the  thirtieth  brought  a  happy  and  unfor- 
gettable day  to  the  entire  class.  'We  had  made  the 
grade  and  now  the  award.  The  White  Cap — P.C. 
days  were  over  for  us.  We  began  working  all  day 
Hke  other  nurses,  also  we  learned  to  distinguish  med- 
ical students  from  doctors. 

Out  came  the  tennis  rackets,  card  games,  swim- 
ming, sun  bathing,  picnics  and  wiener  roasts  at 
Miller  Park,  and  other  parties  for  those  here  as  well 
as  the  vacationers.  This  summer  found  many  of  us 
experiencing  ourselves  in  the  operating  room,  diet 
kitchen,  and  on  night  duty  for  the  first  time. 

Then  the  time  came  for  the  girls  living  at  the 
courts  to  move  to  the  nurses  home  and  if  you  saw 
what  looked  like  a  bunch  of  "hobos"  walking  up 
and  down  in  front  of  the  hospital,  it  was  just  us 
and  our  belongings. 

The  summer  soon  passed  and  as  September  grew 
near  a  new  class  of  preclinicals  arrived.  To  give  the 
brighter  side  of  nursing  life,  the  class  put  on  a  min- 
strel show  with  Nancy  Brown  hitting  the  spotlight 
and  gave  them  a  glad  welcome  to  our  choice  of 
living.
